A class in a Mission Sunday-school will give ~ 
you a bigger volume of ringing melody than a 
whole congregation of the Misses Squeak and 
the Messicurs Mild-mush, typical characters 
too widely emulated. 

An advertised perfurmanceto which neither 
the needed actors nor the needful audience 
come, as was the case with amateur l’inafore 
on Wednesday night, is alittie unusual. But 
ifabundant concurrent testimony as to the 
quality ot Monday  night’s performance 
is to be relied on, the **indefinite 
postponement’’ which has been announced of 
the second performance should be made defi- 
nite fora hundred years. It may be a good 
place to say here of beneficiary performances 
gencrally, what seems very true, that the in- 
trinsic deserving of a worthy charity and the 
kindly nature of people who consent to be ad- 
yertised in the most superlative terms 
as Offering a superlative entertainment 
in its aid turnish no sufficient atonement for a 
performance which is sometimes so marked 
by ill-adaptation, inconsequence an‘ inefti- 
ciency throughout that the few pleasing 
features it may include do not suffice to re- 
deem it from inexcusable demerit. 
That they shall not be judged by 
the standard applied to artists is the 
most that can be claimed by amateur vocalists 


and players who engage in a doliar-a-ticket 
performance for the amusement okthe payin 
public. Andevery worthy amateur effort is 
degraded by the sentiment that a much vaunt- 
ed performance which is really too poor for ac- 
curate description, must not be ‘‘spoken 
against,’’ out of consideration for the poops 
who get it up, or participate in it, or the thing.

Care of Flowers. 

There are many things inthe care and cu! 
tivation of flowers which need frequent repe 
tition. Nearly all flowering plants neet rest 
utsome season of the vear. It should not be 
expected that the roses, fuchsias, etc., which 
have been kept at their best fowering all sum 
mer, willeontinueto do soallwinter. They 
must have rest. Their natural = habits 
to grow and bloom six months and then rest 
six. The fuchsias require less rest. If any one

Most plants require rich soil. But the person 
whoraises flowers must study this question 
careiuliy by learning the history and nature 
ofthe plants in their care.

While 
these are extremes, they all vary more or less 
inthe degree of dampness for their 
prosperity. This must be studied and prac 
ticed. 

Plants require a rich

manure, used as aliquid, but for indoor pots 
too much is offensive. Conimercial fertilizers 
have no bad smell. Charcoal is not sufficientiv 
used when it can be easily had. The wood 
coals in the ashes removed trom stoves or fire 
places are just whatis wanted. Itis tar better 
jor drainage at bottom of pots than 
broken crockery or brick. Chareoal 
ninety times its bulk of ammonia, and, when 
finely pulverized and mixed witn earth, it is 
highly beneticial to the growth otf plants.

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CHEATING THE INDIANS. 

Why the Utes Were Dissatistiel—Neglect of 
Congress to Provide for Fulfilling an Hon- 
erable Ubligation, 

[From the New York Times. } 

Ifthe purchase money forthe San Juan min- 
ing region has not yet been paid to the Indians, 
the cause of their present outbreak is not far to 
seek. This rich mineral region was purchased 
ofthe tribe in 1873, under the Brunot treaty. 
About $750,000 was itis uncerstood, to have 
been payed to the tribe; payinents to be made 
in several annual instalimentsin such articles 
as the Indians should desire. The 
niivantage the Government gained in 
the transaction was about what a man 
would have who should purchase a _ biock 
bounded by Fifth and Madison avenue for 
$leo. The Indians moved out of the region, 
and the whites speedily took possession; nev- 
erthelese the Government did not pay the 
money. Itwas not the ftault of the Adminis. 
tration at all; Congress cut out the approgia- 
tion fromthe estimates. It was in the nithor 
for refusing to pay anything where payment 
could not be entorced,and the unfortunate 
indians weie the first sufferers, es usual. Tunis 
wes ‘‘ecom my,’”’ which the country will now 
haveto paytor inavery different way. The 
Indians became exasperated, seeing they hal 
given up their land and were not to get their 
mony. In 1875, they were «anxiously 
expecting it, and eagerly inquiring of all 
**Wasbington Amemcaus'’ who cama tlicir 


way why it was not paid. Though very much 
dissatistied and irritable, tne tribe wasn 
hostile in any sense. There were no hostile 
Utes at that time except a smaji band of ren: 
gades and outlaws under Big Head, who live! 
inthe desert region about the Sierra La Sal 
Mountains and madeit exceedingly lively tor 
ene of the Hlavden surveying = parties they 
caught down there that summer. All the In 
dians at the Los Pinos and White River Agen 
cies are quite friendly, Sapavanaro, the war 
chiefofthe Los Pinos Utes, and now one of 
those concerned in the recent outbreak, was 
then living quietly at the agency. Douvlass,the 
chiet at White River,was highly spoken of at 
that time even bv the frontiersmen. Ourav, 
the head chief at Los Pinos, and. one of the 
wisrestand most sagacious of the red men, 
warned the Government repeatedly that the 
tribe was getting soirritable at the bad taith 
observed that he feared there would be trouble 
atiast. His own life at that time was so much 
indanger from his known triendship for the 
whites that he never left bis house without bis 
pistols. The surveying parties tound the one 
iopic uppeimostin the minds of the Indians 
us the expected money payments. *‘When 
sre weto get our money?’’ was the first in- 
(uiry ofa party of Utes who cameup in the 
night with one of these parties onone of the 
plateaus of this wild region. It is asserted that 
the money hus not been paid to this day. If 
so, all the troubles atthe agency may be put 
downtothe irritability and sense of wrong 
¥ hich ne bad faith of the Government has 
fosteied.

He was detirious and in 
grent pain, and died that night.’’

A Rocking Churn.

The production of fruit svrups has hereto- 
fore been entirelvin the hands of the French. 
The long time required to transfer these 
goods from France to South America and the 
West Indies, where they are largely used, and 
the natural advantages of the countrv, in- 
duced our New York merchants to enter into 
competition with the European markets for 
the preduction of fruit svrups. The experi- 
ment has proved successful, and svrups of a 
far richer flavor have been produced much 
cheaper and have met with approval in the 
tropics. The success of the experiment bids 
fair to bring to the United States a larve trade 
and retain in the United States millions of 
dollars that have previously gone to other na- 
Liohs.

BALLOON HISTORY. 


The Earliest Discoveries in Aerial 
Navigation. 


Some Noted Voyages—Poctical Appre- 
ciation and Practical Jokes. 


The First Balloon Ascension in 
This Country. 


[From the New York Evening Post. 1 

Newrorrt, R.1., October 7, 1879.—Form - 
erly the basket man, the ladder 
man and the balloon man went 
their rounds with almost the precision of 
clock-work. At regular intervals they were 
expected at every place of any importance, 
and the public came to look upon them as a 
part and parcel of a system—as spokes in &a 
wheel, which, as it rolled around, brought 
them fromtime totime tothe surface. But 
of late years there has been a falling off in 
their visits; the ladder man continues to be 
tolerably regular, the basket man 
is seen occasionslly—as of old, 
always the day before a rain—but the balloon 
man is now rarely heardfrom. He used, at 
least, to show himseif at some commanding 
point on the Fourth of July; buta balloon 
ascent long ago lostits novelty, and but few 
persons now give a sixpence to see a man risk 
his life inthat way. How startling must have 
been the first announcement of a balloon—the 
aerostatie globe, as it was called—the aerial 
ship, that promised to take man on its wings 
wheresvever he listeth. For a time ii fairly 
turned the world upside down,and those who 
brought itinto notice were almost worshipped 
as benefactors of mankind. Like the South Sea 
scheme, it had a glorious day while the nov- 
elty lasted; but, lacking bottom, or rather 
lacking substance, it was short-lived, and the 
wave that rolled up suddenly in 1784 com- 
pletely subsided in about two years. 

MONTGOLFIER S EXPERIMENTS, 

The discovery of the principle involved in 
the balloon was not the result of scientific re 
search, but was traced to the merest accident; 
to the effect of smoke and cas on the conical 
paper cap of a sugar-loaf which Montgoltier, 
the elder, had thrown into the tire. Instead 
of burning the gas and smoke filled the cone, 
lifted it up and held it suspended in the fire- 
place. The mind of Montgolfier grasped the 
possibility, and out of this trifling incident 
crew the balloon that bore Mr. Blanchard and 
Ir.Jeffries from Dover to Calais. But Mont- 
golvier did not have it afl his own wav, for his 
claim to originality was at once disputed, 
and as evidence that it was not a new thing, 
the wooden pigeon or dove of Archytas, 
which, by means Of wheels within its body : 
could be kept in motion by rarified air 
primitive kind of ealoric cngine—Wwas cited. 
Montgoltier was equal to the emeryzeney and 
Was quite up tothe times. After a few ex- 
periments he had so convinced the savans of 
the value of his discovery that the Marquis 
d*Arilandes and M. Pilatre de Rozier sought 
the honor of making the first ascent, which 
was accomplished in November, 1783. The 
Marquis Was braver as an aeronaut than as a 
soldier, for he had been brokeh for cowardice 
inthe previous war. The balloon was filled 
with raritied air, and it only remained up 
twenty minutes. The tirst balboon filled with 
inflammable air was sent up from the Tuile- 
ries the following month. 

Many accidents resulted from a want of skill 
in handling and particularly in inflating bal- 
loons. In April, 1784. an attempt was made 
to send up an aerostatie globe from a garden 
near Isleworth. After experimenting forsome 
time it was thought best to suspend lamps to 
the balloon, and before its managers could cet 
itoffit fell over and was burnt, with the 
yooseberry bushes around it. Thereupon a 
police ordinance Was passed makiag it not 
only an offense to send up a_ balloon so 
contrived, but to send up an acrostatic 
globe of any hind without a special permit. 
Vincent Lunardi, Secretary to the Neapolitan 
Embassador, met with a mishap of this kind. 
Hie had experimented for some time in Lon- 
don, and his first attemptto send off a bal- 
loon was made at Chelsea, where he had the 
mortification to see the work of his hand eon- 
sumed before it was half inflated. The 
crowds which had assembled to witness the 
ascent jeered, and the wits of the dav made 
merry over his discomfiture. One of them 
Sule: 

‘‘The multitude scarcely believed that a man 

Vi ith his senses about him couid torm sucha 
pian; 

And thought that as bedlam was so very 
high, 

You had better been there than turned 
on the sky.’’ 

Another opened bis verses with the lines: 

‘*(,00d fellows, can you believe your eyes?’ 

Vincerzo de Lunardi 
Has made a voyage to the skies, 
Thut toreigner toolhardy!’’ 
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A NOTED ASCENT IN LONDON, 

In November, 1784, Mr. Blanchard, who 
had already won renown as an aeronaut, went 
up ina balloon from Grosvenor Sijuare, Lon- 
don, accompanied by Dr. Jeffries, an enthu- 
siastic admirer of Blanchard, and an Ameri- 
can. Blanchard, it was said, was the only 
one whoin making an ascent had thought to 
tuke With him a thermometer, barometer and 
compass, le claimed to have in- 
vented a kind of oars or wings, with 
Which, at a proper elevation, he 
could successfully guide and govern a 
balloon. On this oecasion the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire 
and a large number of other ladies and cen- 
tlemen of distinction were present, and all 
took a hvely interest in what was going 
on. The two last cords that bound the bal- 
loon to earth were held by the Duchess and 
another lady, and, while Jeffries waved the 
stars and stripes (then rather a novelty in that 
quarter) Mr. Blanchard held aloft the éross 
of kngland. Sothev sailed away amid the 
plaudits of the crowd. When they had as- 
cended to a moderate height two smaller bal- 
loons were released, both of which rose quieck- 
lv, passed the voyagers and were soon out of 
sight. Soabsorbed werethe spectators that 
they took no thought of the pickpockets, who 
were present in latge numbers, and who plied 
their calling suceessfully. Blanchard used 
his oars and kept his sails flying, but his elaim 
that be had his balloon under control was far 
from settled. On this subjeet there wasa 
great deal of discussion, and the Academy of 
Lyons, to put the thing in proper shape, of- 
fered a premium of £0 for the diseovery of a 
safe tall effectual way of guiding a alloon at 
pleasure. The details, when sent in, were to 
be written in either English, French or 
Latin. 

This was a new incentive to discovery, and 
itgiew many marvelous inventions. 
One Joseph Binns, of Halifax. Yorkshire, 
came forward with a plan which he predicted 
would astonish the scientific world. To test 
it an ascent was made from Beacon Hill, un- 
der the auspices of Messrs. Newmarch aud 
Frobisher, eminent mathematicians. They 
went upto ‘ta prodigious height,’” in the 
presence of thousands of spectators, and as- 
serted that they forced the balloon a distance 
of twenty miles against an upper current of 
air. Of Binns it was said: ** This philosephi- 
cal phenomenon ascertains the steerage from 
the immediate and remote powers of electric 
repulsion, and from the same machine he can 
supply the exhaust gas, and raise it (the bal- 
loon) higher or lower, at pleasure. W hat 
a vity itis that this discovery died with the 
inventor. 

Many other attempts were made to utilize 
the balloon. In a novel ealled ** The Last 
Man,’’ it was predicted that inthe future all 
traveling would be done by means of bal- 
loons, and that news gathered in this way 
would come in so fast as to make it necessary 
for newspapers to issue a new edition every 
two hours. Another poet sang: ° 


‘+The scheme’s not novel, for by the by, 

I have long thought our gentry mean to fly. 
Tho’ hitherto content, instead ot wings, 

With tour stout horses and four easy springs; 
Rut now the case is altered, for depend on't, 
If fl) ing once comes up ther'll ve no end on't.”’ 


BALLOONS AS ASSISTANTS IN WAR. 

M. Dillier, of the Hague, had a theory for 
buoving up large ships with the aid of bal- 
loons, M. Champnas got up an aerial dili- 
gence, aud M. Van der Monde advocated the 
construction of an aerostatic ship to circum- 
navigate the globe. Thomas Martin, in a book 
on this subjeet, laid much stress on the ad- 
vantage to be derived from balloons in time of 
war; particularly in having an eye to besieged 
cities, which could be watched by means of 
balloons held in check by cords. An attempt 
Was made touse the balloon for War purposes 
by the artmy of Sambre and Meuse; also in 
1808, when for thirty days two bal- 
loons were sent up daily from the Castle of 
Cronburg, laden with inflammable address- 
es tothe people of Sweden, which it was ex- 


pected would fall into their bands when they 
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came down in their territory. But the po 
lice were too much forthem. Franklin held 
that possibly through the agency of balloons, 
a new turn would be givento buman affairs, 
and he broached the theory that five thousand! 
balloons, each carrying two men, might end- 
denly drop from the clouds upon the territory 
of an enemy, and ‘‘do an infinite deal of mis- 
chief.’’ But no provision was made for the 
raiders to get away when their work was 
done. : 

Balloons were oecasionally felt to be a dise 
turbing clement by astronomers, who were 
not sure. when tracing the course of a comet, 
or following a failing star, that they were not 
in the track of one of these products of man’s 
invention. Sueb was the case at hingsten, 
Jamaica, in April, 1755, when a remarkuble 
henomenon was observed in the western 
leavens. There were persons who conjec- 
tured that it was a balloon, while others main- 
tained that it wasa meteor. At first it had 
the appearance of a fixed star. Then it 
seemed to gain in magnitude (was evidently 
approaching) till it was thought to be one- 
eigbth of the diameter of the moo ° after 
that it rose and fell for two hours, when it 
gradually faded away. 

AERONAUTIC JOKES, 

A balloon was sent up at Lippstadt im 
Prussian Westphalia. When it appeared 
above the enclosure the figure of a man was 
seen clinging tothe basket, to which it held 
with both hands; presenjly one hand relaxed 
its hold, and then the other, when the ticure 
fell to the earth. The crowd ran to 
the spot, expecting to find a broken and 
mangted body, but it provedto beamly a 
man of Straw, which se exasperated them 
that had the perpetrator been found he 
would have been; roughly dealt with. Jokes 
on paper were received with better grace, 
‘*The Balloon’’ was a satire published in 
1784. **The Aerostatic Spy,”’ 1785, purported 
to have been written by an exeursionist in a 
balloon, who gave an amusing description of 
the countries, mievu and manners under his ob- 
servation. The ‘*Air Balloon; or. Flying 
Mortal,’’ 1784,was a French poem, which was 
translated into Euglish and with a good dea} 
of license: 

‘*‘No more the terrors of the deep I fear; 
Alike to me, if friends be far or near 

This sea-girt isle I distant leave behind, 
Visit each kingdom end survey mankind.’’ 


Another publieation, also from the Freneh, 
**A journey through the air inan Aecrostatic 
Globe, from terraqueous globe to the newly 
discovered planet Georgium Sidus,’* was tht 
work of a political pamphieteer, who dealt 
pareety in court satire. *‘*‘Aerostation; or, The 
Templar’s Stratagem,’”’ was a farce, in which 
the filling of a balloon had a place. It was 
Written by the author of **The Fair Ameri- 
can,’’ and had a rufi at Covent Garden. 

One of jthe most extraordinary of the early 
attempts to send up aballoon was that of 
Montgoltier, at Lyons. The balleon was one 
hundred and twenty-six feet high, oné hun- 

| dred feet in diameter, and weighed when 
| completed about eight thousand pounds. The 
eldest sonef the Prince of Ligne, Counts 
| d’Anglefort, Laurencion and Dampaer and M. 
Fontaine were to xeeompany M. Montgoltier. 
| The balloon, after repeated failures, went up 
| a short distanee and eame down aimost imme- 
diately at the place of departure. 
| A VOYAGE ACROSS THE ENGLISH CIIANNEL, 
| The greatest feat in early aerial voyages was 
| that of Mr. Blanchard and Mr. Jeffries, who 
sailed from Dover Castle to Calais on®the Ist 
of February, 17>. When the balloon was 
ready they took with then nine bays of bal- 
last, the French edition of Blanchard’s voy- 
age with Mr. Sheldon, a large inflated bladder 
containing letters froma Mumber of persons 
of distinction in England to some of the no- 
bility of France, some plilosophical instrue 
ments, a small bottle of brandy, two silk fies 
(Enelish and Freneh), a few biscuits and two 
cork When, having crossed the 
channel], they reached the forest of Guines, | 
the Mavor, the Governor and Commandant 
of Calais, together with the hing’s Altorney 
and all the prominent citizens, came out to 
congratulate them and to opentothem the 
gates of the citv. Blanchard received from 
the King a thousand louis d’ors as a reward 
for his daring, and Jeffries, when he ayain 
landed in England, Was presented with the 
freedom of Dover. To commemorate. the 
event «a monument was erected, bearing the 
inscription: 

‘Mthe reign of Lonis XVI.,in the vear 
1785, Jobn Veter Blanchard, a Frenehman, ac- 
companied by John Jettries, an Englishman, 
on tie 7th of January, at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon,set out from Dover Castle in an acrostatic 
inachine, Mountingin the air, be first crossed 
the strait between Britain and France, and 
after an aerial! course of two hours ‘alighted in 
this place. The citizens of ¢euines, in adumra- 
tion of his unexampled boldness, have erected 
this monument, October 22d, 1785.’"’ 

BALLOONS OF CURIOUS SILAPES, 

Almost as soon as the principles which 
govern a balloon were known, curious and 
extravagant forms were sent up-by persons 
who looked upon the discovery as a new kind 
of toy.to which they could vive any skape that 
suited their fancy. In November, 1784, an 
artist in Parts made two figures, one in the 
similitude of a horse, and the other in that of 
aweman, and when he had tilled them with 
rarifed air he allowed them to rise 
one of the public gardens, in 
presence of a great crowd. 
the horse and the woman did not lopy 
keep together. The horse eame down ina 
distant eld, near aman at work, who was 
creatly alarmed at secing the animal going 
over the ground in so curious & manner: but 
still believing it to be a horse he followed 
after: and when he saw thatthe animal was 
auhboutto take what he knew to be a danyer- 
ous road, he grew bold and eaucht it by the 

| hind hoof. Then he saw that the animal 

' bore a letter in his mouth, which he carried 
to the hearest chateau to have read to him. 
Learning the contents, he started for Paris, 
where he received areward for bringing in 
his prize. The woman came down among 
some farm laborors, none of whem dared to 
approach her. But the farmer, more bold, 
advanced and threw his arms around ner, 
when, to his surprise, and I venture to say 
disgust, he found he was hugeing a vus-bag 
instead of something human. 
M'lhe following February another yenius 
innde an aerostatic giant, exhteen feet high, 
properly ballasted, which he undertook to 
send up from the Tuileries with a number of 
lesser tigures. He had, evidently, Saturn 
and his moons in bis mind when he laid. out 
his work; but the ascent was not a success, 
and nothing more was heard of it. 

EARLY EXPERIMENTS IN AMERICH. 

The first attempt to raise a balloonin Amer- 
ica was made in Philadeiphiain December, 
1783, of Which an eye-witness sent.an account 
tothe Journal de Paris. The experiments 
were begun by Messrs.!Ritnose | Rittenhouse] 
and Gpquisne [Ilopkins! with bladders and 
then with somewhat larger machines, which 
they fastened uround @ cage containing ani- 
mals. This contrivance wus allowed to 
ascend to a moderate height, and there held 
in elleck bya cord. The next day a min 
named Gimes Ouileoxe | James Wileox| en- 
caged to goup for a small sum of money, 
lr. Jaunce Jones | Wis in attend- 
ance, and the members of the Philosophical 
Academy were on the grounds to watel the 
proceedings. The cage was buoyed by means 
of forty-seven balloons which were attachedt 
toit. The balloons with their load went up. 
hut it was computed that the highest eleva- 
tion reached was but ninety-seven feet. © It 
had been up about five minutes when Wilcox, 
seeing that he was drifting toward the Scoul- 
quille [Schuylkill], become alarmed and be- 
gan to make incisions in the balloons with his 
knife; but unfortunately only on one side of 
the cage, which so disturbedits equilibrium 
that the whole thing came down in a damaved 
condition. 

The tirst attempt to raise a balloon in New 
York was made onthe Fourth of Julv, is. 
from M. Quesnay’s Garden. in Broad street. 
It was constructed by M. Bustot and rose eas- 
ily tillabove the adjacent houses, when i 
started off rapidly in a southern direction and 
was soon lost to sicht. The balloon fever 
also broke out in Boston, where it spread 
rapidly. There were balloon coaches, bal- 
loon boats, balloon hats, and balloon trim- 
ming for dresses, anda buckster was heard 
crying through the street: ‘*Here’s y'r fine 
balloon string beans.’? A balloon five feet 
in height ana three and a half feet in diame- 
ter wassent up from Balloon Square, New 

soxton, and after being up twelve minutes 
fell on the north side of Breed’s Hill, near the 
water. The same balioon was raised the fol- 
lowing day. but ‘‘citLer from not being 
properly shaped or balanced, or from not be- 
ing let off by a chymical genius,’’ it fellin 
ten minutes, CUAMPLIN,
